to the technl ogy-based business at Illinois Tool Wrks, Inc.
due to his outstanding contributions; he was instrunental in
devel opi ng the technol ogy base that the conpany now enjoys
due to his heightened activity in patenting inventions and
protection against infringenent of the conpany's intellectual

Col | ege and Kent College of Law, M. Beart also attained a
Master of Law degree in patent |law from The John Marshall Law
